them. ' 'So that then God may be {aid to be 

known when his Wiſdom » ' Power ,, Good- 

neſs are acknowledged in (theſe Providences 

and Diſpenſations that he exerciſeth and ats 

| among the Sons of Men. The Holy Scrip-

Y | AT oo 
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tures they were not (generally at: leaſt, and. 
in the largeſt Extents of them) deſigned to 
-inſtru& Philoſophers, and*to diſcipline and 
teach Men of great and raiſed parts our un- 
. derſtandings only, but they were as well 
aimed to enlighten, to inform, to teach, 
and inftrut Men-of lower and weaker Ca- 
pacity. As the Sun doth-not only ſhine up- 
on:the Cedars of Lebanon, upon the talleſt 
and - braveſt Plants of the Wood; the Trees 
.of the Foreſt ; -but alſo.upon the lower 
Brambles and Buſhes ; in like manntr, God 
(who would have all to. be ſaved) doth not 
{ſo cauſe the Holy Scriptures.to be drawn, 
penn'd, or Written, that they ſhould only 
be underſtood by Men of greateſt Parts (I 
meat in the general, or things neceſſary) and 
of higheſt Attainments 3 but alſo; that what 
is neceſſary ſhould be drawn out- of them, 
even by Men of lower and meaner Under- 
ſtandings. And hence. it comes to paſs 
when we find the Knowledge of God ſpoken 
of in Scripture, .it is not'to be underſtood 
Philoſophical, Notional, Metaphyſical Know- 
ledge of his Being and Eſſence (for this .s 


above 
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above all Capacitics) but we are to under- 
| ſtand' common ' and ordinary acknowledg- 
Ws ment of thoſe wonderful and glorious Attri-. 
butes. of: God: ſhining in - his. Providence; 
made known in his Works, appearing in all

Puniſhment to them here in this World. 
But now God he hath an Eye inevery Attom 
of the Sun, and his Eye-Beams they point in- 
to every Corner of Man's Heart. He ftands 
by when all the Contrivances and Machina- 
tions of wicked men are upon the Wheel ; 
ſtands by though he do not partake or com- 
municate with them. He liſtens unto all che 
Plets that are made ; nay, he hears without 
liſtening ; for he is in the very Heart char 
thinks, in the very Head that contrives; 
and with the Voice, the Tongue that ſpeaks, 
though it whiſper never fo gently, never fo 
ſoftly, yet then he only can give Strength to 
it ro move. And now when Plots are laid 
and Defigns' contriv'd, and Inftruments of 
Death are forged, and are big, and ready 
upon the Anvil 3 when the Innocent is de- 
ſigned for laughter, and when the Righte- 
ous is ſwallowed up in hope ; and when the 
Prey is already devoured in the Expectation 
of the Devourer, then doth God often times 
ſtrike in, and fall upon the Necks of thoſe

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You may obſerve God takes Pleaſure (at 
leaſt in many ſignal Evils) to chooſe the ve- ' 
ry time of Sin for the time of Puniſhment : 
Uzxziab ſtretches out his Hand to ſupport the 
Ark, which was not to be touched by any 
ſuch Perſon, and he is in the ſame Moment 
ſmitten dead, touched himſelf by the Hand of 
the Lord, and. taken away in the twinckling of 
an Eye, v Chron. 13. 9, 10. again Vzzia4b 
the King, he arrogates to himſelf to execute 
the Prieſts Office, he invades the Work that 
was put into the Hands of othes Perſons, 
and in the ſeme Moment he was ſmitten with 
Leproſy, 2' Chron. 26. ig. Thus alſo was it 
with Corah, Dathan, and Abiram, they were 
ſurprized in the very Act of their Rebellion. 
God thus deprehends, ſeizes, and areſts a 
Sinner, even in the very AQ and Exerciſe 
of Sin ; when he ſtops him in the full Ca- 
rear, and lays hold upon him while he was 
juſt falling upon the Evil defigned, this 
ſhews that it is God that ſtrikes,and that it is 
his Wiſdom, and his Juſtice that interpoſeth 
in {uch a caſe as this is. -

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2. If God doth fall upon the Sinner by 
ſome remarkable, viſible, and extraordina- 
ry Judgment; 'this is an other Demonſtration 
of God's Providence, and ſuch as may well 
be faid to be in' Judgment amongſt the Sons 
of Men. Tf God fhall fill the World with 
Darkneſs at Noon-day ; if God ſhould draw 
an Eclipſe over the Eye of the World, that 


is to ſay upon the Face of the Sun, at an 


extraordinary time, in an extraordinary man- 
ner, as he did at our Saviour's Death, would 
we not all ſay, and muſt we not needs 
acknowledge , that the Hand of God is 
here ? 


So when the Veil of the Temple was 


' rent (the Temple it ſelf being in good Re- 


pair) and divided aſunder, as it was: at our 
Saviour's Death ;- was not this a viſible De- 
monſtration of the Interpoſition of God's 
Power and of his Providence here in the 


World ? The Fare alſo of the Rebels in Ij- 


rael (before inſtanced in) was the more re-

So again we find thole Two Hundred and 
Fifty Perſons that offered ſitange Fire unto 
God, theſe are taken away by a ſtrange Fire 
this is a Demonſtration of God's Juſtice, and 
of their Iniquity. 


3- God's Judgments again are. often Exe- 
cuted when the Wicked have brought things 
to ſuch a paſs as that the Righeous are al- 
moſt ruined, and are in the greateſt danger, 
then God appears at ſuch a time, and this 
Appearance demonſtrates him to be God, 
and makes him known . amongſt Mankind ; 
In the mount will the Lord be ſeen, Gen. 24. 
14. God often lets Wickedaeks arrive and 
ſwell into great Tides, unto great Exceſles 
and Inundations ; he often ſuffersthe Winds 
to blow, and the Sea to ariſe, and the 
Waves to {well until the 'Sides of the Veſ- 
ſel crack, the Cordage be broken ; until 
the Church as it were be ready to fink, and 
the mighty Waters ready to paſs over it; 

and 
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and then in a Moment he ſtills the ' Winds 
he allays the Fury of theſe Tempeſts that 
overflow ; he makes the Face of the Waters 
ſmooth like Glaſs, and he heals the Breach- 
es of the Vellel, and knits the joints there- 
of together again. 


And when God deals thus with his Church, 
this is a Demonſtration that there 1s a Pro- 
vidence awake and alive in the World, that 
takes Notice of things, even when they are 
brought to the greateſt Hazards, and in the 
greateſt Dangers and Extremities. God 
loves ſometimes for the clearer demonſrati- 


on of his Providence, to let things go to 


dangerous Points, unto very dreadful hazard- 
ous Caſes; he ſometimes placeth his People 
gpon the Brink of the Pit ; and ſets bs Church 
as it were upon the Brow of a Rock, upon a 
great Precipice ; butthen he fo orders things 
again, that he 1nterpoſes in times of greateft 
Danger ; he reſcues the Prey out of the Month 
of the Lyon ; he placks the Firebrand ont 
of the Fire, and he {mites out thoſe Teeth 
that were ready to devour ; this ſhews the 

Wiſdom,

4- God interpoſles lometimes alſo in the 
midſt of great Affairs; when great Deſigns 
are upon the Whell, and great things are 
driving on towards an Iſſue, then God de- 
lights to intervene and ſhew himlelt. 


God fits in the Centre of the great Wheel 
of Providence, that rules and governs all 
the World; he turns the Prizmm Mobile, he 
moves the firſt moveable, he turns the high- 
eſt Sphere ; and though he move the lefler 
Wheel, or the lower Afﬀairs alſo, yer we 
are ſure the great and mighty Afﬀeairs are go- 
verned by none butGod ; if a Hair ofa Man's 
Head do not fall without the Providence of 
God, how much leſs the Man himſelf ? If 
every Man, every fingle Perſon be the Con- 
cernment of Divine Providence, how much 
more thoſe Perſons that are God's Vicegerents, 
Princes, Magiſtrates, and Men in place; for 
they have a double Relation to God, as 
Men, and as Men in Power. And there- 


fore 
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fore you ſhall find that God makes mention 
of the very Name of Cyrus many Years be- 
fore he was born, and calls him his Servant, 
nay his Anointed Servant, and that though 
Cyrus was a Heathen Prince, but then he 
was a Prince, and a Prince that God defign- 
ed to make ule of in the Reſtaurarion of his 
Church, and return of his People ont of-the 
Captivity of Babylon, Iſa. 45. 1. Again, 
Dan. 2. 22. Tis faid he changeth times and 
ſeaſons, and therefore theſe changes are mn a 
peculiar manner attributed unto the provi= 
dence, and unto the Diſpenſations of God's 
Wiſdom, and to his Power ; for who can 
remove Mountains, but he that lifted them 
up ? and who can exalt the Valleys but he 
that Jaid them low ? and who can change 
Times, but the Author of Time it ſelf, and 
the Father of Eternity ? And therefore, al- 
though thou wouldeſt not obſerve the Pro- 
vidence of God in leſſer Afﬀairs, though 
thou wouldft not hear the Voice thereof 
whiſpering in ſmall things ; yet when Divine 
Wiſdom and Power thunder from Heaven, 
when they appear in ſeveral great and won- 

derful
